t  OHN  BEAL,  the  progenitor  of  the  large  family  bearing 
his  name,  and  dwelling  in  Bingham,  Cohasset,  Wey- 

i  mouth  and  Abington,  came  from  the  parish  of  Bingham  in 
I  Forehoe  Bundred  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  England,  which 
•  is  situated  about  fourteeen  miles  west-southwest  of  Norwich,

\  the  shire  town,  and  about  ninety-eight  north-east  of  London.

i  Bo  came  in  the  vessel  called  the  Diligent,  of  which  John 
j  Martin  was  master,  arriving  at  Boston  on  the  tenth  of 
j  August,  1638.  Daniel  Cushing,  one  of  the  early  town  clerks 

i 

;  of  Bingham,  who  also  came  to  New  England  in  the  above- 
1  named  vessel,  in  a  manuscript  list  of  the  early  settlers  of 
Bingham,  which  has  fortunately  been  preserved,  says  of  him : 
“John  Beale,  shoemaker,  with  his  wife  and  5  sons  and  3 
daughters  and  2  servants,  came  from  Old  Bingham  and 
settled  in  New  Bingham.” 

Perhaps  the  inducement  that  led  Mr.  Beal  to  select 
Bingham  as  a  place  of  abode  was,  that  his  wife,  Nazareth, 
was  daughter  of  Edmund  Bobart,  and  consequently  sister 
of  Rev.  Peter  Bobart,  the  first  minister  of  that  town,  who 
j  had  chosen  that  place  for  his  labors  a  few  years  previous. 
’  The  five  sons  and  three  daughters  of  Mr.  Beal  who  were 
.  brought  over  from  England  were,  Martha,  Mary,  Sarah, 
John, 'Nathaniel,  Jeremiah ,  Joshua  and  Caleb.  Two  other 
■'  children,  Rebecca  and  Jacob,  were  bora  in  America. 

^T*  Not  long  after  his  settlement  at  Bingham  he  became  a 
M/ landholder,  as  maybe  inferred  from  the  following  entry

The  site  of  this 
home  lot  can  be  easily  pointed  out  on  the  south  side  of  the 
present  South  Street  (which  was  the  ancient  Town  Street,)  ■ . 
and  west  of  Hersey  Street,  which  was  laid  out  through  Mr. 
Austin’s  original  lot.  I 

On  the  13th  of  March  succeeding  his  arrival,  Mr.  Beal 

c  } 
was  admitted  to  the  freedom  of  the  Massachusetts  Colony, 

by  taking  the  customary  freeman’s  oath,  which  he  did  at  the ; 

same  time  with  several  of  his  fellow  townsmen  ;  and  in  1649, ; 

in  company  with  Nicholas  Jacob,  he  represented  the  town*. 

of  Hingham  in  the  General  Court  of  the  Colony. 

His  wife  Nazareth  died  on  the  28d  of  September,  1658  ; 

and,  on  the  10th  of  the  following  March,  he  married  Mary, 

the  widow  of  his  old  friend  Nicholas  Jacob,  who  had  died  on  • 

the  5th  of  J une,  1657.  By  this  wife  he  had  no  children ;  ( 

and  she  died  on  the  15th  of  May,  1681,  as  David  Hobart,  who  j

continued  his  father’s  diary,  has  recorded  the  event,  although 

the  town  record  states  that  “Mary  Beal  wife  of  John  Beal,  I

Senior,  died  15  of  June,  1681.” 

Mr.  Beal  lived  to  a  good  old  age ;  for  under  date  of  1 
April,  1688,  Judge  Sewall  noted  in  his  diary,  “  Father  Beal  J 
of  Hingham  dies  ae  100,”  and  David  Hobart  wrote  under  the  ( 
same  date,  “  My  Uncle  John  Eeal  died  suddenly.”  ■  \

Thus  far  the  account  has  been  confined  to  John  Beal,  Sen., 
the  forefather,  and  his  children  and  their  immediate  families. 
It  is  now  proposed  to  give  the  genealogy  of  a  single  line. 
This  line  commences  with  Lt.  Jeremiah,  the  third  son  of  the 
patriarch  John.  Lt.  Jeremiah  had  for  wife  Sarah  Ripley, 
whose  father  William  came  to  this  country  at  the  same  time 
with  old  Mr.  John  Beal,  in  the  Diligent  in  1638,  bringing 
with  him  his  wife,  two  sons,  John  and  Abraham,  and  two 
daughters,  Sarah  and  her  sister,  whose  name  does  not  appear 
in  the  records  of  Hingham.  Mr.  Ripley  married,  for  second 
^ife,  Elizabeth,  the  widow  of  Thomas  Tliaxter,  29  Sept., 
1654,  and  died  20  July,  1656 ;  and  his  widow  married  John 
Dwight  of  Dedham,  20  Jan.,  1657-8,  and  died,  being 
/drowned  in  a  well,  18  Jnly,  1660.

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Jerexiah  Beal,  2d,  son  of  Jeremiah,  the  first  of  the  name,! 
was  a  blacksmith  by  trade,  was  bora  in  Hingham  IB  May, 
1655.  On  the  22  May,  1677,  he  married  Hannah  Lane, 
(daughter  of  Andrew  and  Tryphena,)  who  was  born  30 
Sept.,  1658.  Mr.  Lane  was  in  Hingham  as  early  as  1635, 
and  died  there  1  May,  1675,  and  his  widow  died  2  June, 
1707,  being  about  95  years  of  age.
